We would hope that the trend of not 
getting either the national or regional 
publications could be reversed. We see 
more of them disappearing because 
nome do not get the support needed.

In square dancing there is one 
magic word - ENTHUSIASM! If a club 
has enthusiasm, it is successful! If a 
caller has enthusiasm, the dancers are 
happy! If the cuer has enthusiasm, the 
dancers are happy! How do you get it? 
You start out with a positive attitude 
and a “yes, we can do it” approach. If 
you think you can't do it, you will 
probably not be successful. There is no 
such thing as “we can’t find any new 
dancers” or “we can't find an afford- 
able hall", Remember, with the right 
attitude you can accomplish anything. 

lt is amazing and gratifying to see 
sọ many clubs that are marketing 
square dancing in their communities 
as a way of life for their club. They 
know it works! We are seeing more 
“LET'S TRY THIS” attitudes instead of 
“WE CAN'T FIND ANY NEW DANC- 
ERS" conclusions. Even areas and 
state/provincial organizations are get- 
ling on the MARKETING bandwagon! 

If your club is not marketing your 
activity year around, why not start now. 
Need help? Give us a call or e-mail us - 
we wil] help you get started. We usually 
suggest (hat the first step to take is to 
appoint a MARKETING TASK FORCE. 
Select your most positive thinking club 
members. Give them a brief mission 
statement. Tell them that our goal is to 
increase our positive image in the 
community. Give them a budget to work 
with -even if it is only $50. Something is

better than nothing. 

The second step is to “turn them 
loose” and let their creative minds 
come up with marketing things to do. 

The third step is to give the 
chairperson in charge of the task force 
a call to see how they are doing. Tell 
him or her that you would like to give 
the membership an update of what is 
happening at your next club member- 
ship meeting. Offer assistance if you 
think they need it. Maybe the only thing 
they need is a “pat on the back” and a 
“you are doing a good job” statement. 

While your marketing task force is 
creating awareness for your club, you, 
as club president, can start lining up an 
enthusiastic caller-instructor to teach 
the new dancers that your marketing 
efforts will bring in year round. Your 
club caller may be an excellent caller, 
but is he or she an excellent instructor? 
Hire the best teacher for best results 
because the FUN starts with New 
Dancer Dance No. 1. 

Dancer retention starts with dance 
No. 1 too. Don't put restrictions on your 
caller-instructor. Tell him or her to take 
as much time as he or she thinks the 
group needs to master the Mainstream 
program sufficiently to be able to dance 
reasonably well at Mainstream club 
dances. Encourage club members to 
come to the new dancer dances to have 
a good time and to help the new dancers 
learn their recently discovered hobby

called square dancing. 

You probably noticed that I did not 
call your club's new dancer dances 
LESSONS! This word has to be 
eliminated from our square dancing 
vocabulary, A good instructor has 
them square dancing within a few 
minutes on the dance floor, so call them 
what they are - new dancer dances! 

During breaks at your new dancer 
dances, take the opportunity to tell the 
new dancers more about our activity. 
Be truthful but positive. Talk to them 
about how square dancing is organized 
in your state or province. Tell them 
about the square dance publications in 
the square dance activity. Get free 
copies from your local editors to give 
the new dancers. Write to this 
magazine to get free copies of The 
Northeast Square Dancer Magazine 
to give to your new dancers. 

You probably noticed that | don't 
call your new dancers students. This 
word, too, should be eliminated from 
our square dance vocabulary. They are 
not students. Students sit in a 
classroom to learn things. They are 
new dancers because they start 
dancing at the very first new dancer

dance. So, let us call them what they 
are - NEW DANCERS! 

Be sure to have name tags at every 
new dancer dance for the new dancers 
as wellas the club members involved in 
the dancing. You want them to get to 
know each other as newly acquired 
friends. Using a new dancer's name, 
opens up the mind and gets a 
conversation off to a good start. 

As you can see, the little things are 
important. One club schedules a pot 
luck dinner dance about a month after 
the new dancer dances have started. Pot 
luck dinners are good ice breakers to 
get club members and new dancers 
talking to each other. Remember new 
dancer retention starts at new dancer 
dance No. 1 and continues through the 
first year of club dancing. After this time 
frame, they are faithful club members. 

Till next time, happy dancing; it is a 
pleasure that will not last forever.

2 C fresh or frozen blueberries 
1 tsp ground cinnamon 
1 tsp lemon juice 
1 C all-purpose flour 
3/4 C sugar 
1 tsp baking powder 
1/2 C milk 
3 TBSP butter or margarine, melted 
Topping: 
3/4 C sugar 
1 TBSP cornstarch 
1 C boiling water 
Toss the blue- 
berries with cinna- 
mon and lemon 
juice; place in a 
greased 8 inch 
square baking dish.

THE CALLERLAB 
PLUS PROGRAM 


by Ed Foote, 


Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania 


In the August issue in the article 
Club Leadership Notes by Bernie 
Coulthurst, he says ...“the Plus Pro- 
gram... was created to avoid getting rid 
of a group of calls, newly created by 
callers for the most part, to avoid these 
callers being upset and possibly not 
joining or retaining their membership 
in CALLERLAB.” 

This is absolutely untrue! 
CALLERLAB has never created a 
dance program simply to add another 
name or to appeal to caller egos. All 
CALLERLAB programs were created 
to reflect what was already happening 
in the square dance world. 

The Plus Program was established 
in 1977 to give a name to what was 
already being danced by clubs around 
the country. Prior to 1977 many clubs 
were using a number of calls beyond 
Mainstream. CALLERLAB determined 
which calls had stood the test of time 
(because they continued to be used 
over and over again at clubs through- 
out the country) and labeled this group 
of calls as Mainstream Plus, 

When Bernie Coulthurst accuses 
CALLERLAB of underhanded reasons 
for establishing the Plus Program, he is 
making an irresponsible statement 
which has no basis in fact. Some people 
try to blame CALLERLAB for creating 
programs, when in actual fact 
CALLERLAB has merely given a name 





to programs which already existed, so 
that people would know prior to 
attending a dance which calls would 
likely be used at that dance.

I tell you once I get my mind set on 
something... I just keep at it until... 
well, what I'm getting at is about a 
year ago I tried to find an honest to 
goodness pattern for the popular 
RUMBA sleeve that you see on most of 
the ready made outfits, Seems that 
everywhere you look, you see these 
sleeves on blouses and dresses. When 
we were at the Nationals, they were 
everywhere, on the mannequins, in 
the fashion show, even on the Square 
Dancers... there they were, but NO 
pattern could be found for these 
popular sleeves. I asked all the 
vendors that had any patterns and 
none could be found. By the way 
patterns are becoming scarce, so 
when you see a vendor with some 
patterns, it is a good idea to go ahead 
and make a purchase right then. Well, 
I came up with a simple way to make 
the RUMBA sleeve, Please let me 
know if you have found a pattern or if 
there is a better way to make this 
sleeve. You use a raglan sleeve 
pattern but with these modifications... 
I use an old McCall’s® pattern #6332 
and have made one with the Authentic 
Pattern # 318. 

Alter the pattern width by climinat- 
ing at least 3-1/2 inches. This will result 
in a column for a sleeve base. Please be 
sure you test this on some scrap fabric 
(here’s where that stash of left-overs 
come in handy.) Make a sample sleeve 
just as if you were using the GOOD 
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fabric. Believe 
me, this might 
save you some 
heartache or 
a quick run to the fabric store if you 
ruin the GOOD stuff. The sleeve will 
need at least 4 Rumba Ruffles per 
sleeve. Measure the width of the new 
sleeve pattern and add 6 to 8 inches to 
that measurement. If your sleeve base 
is 19 inches then your ruffles need to be 
about 27 inches long by 4-1/2 inches, 
Remember you will need 4 per sleeve. 
Go ahead and now finish the raw edges, 
ie. hem and top of ruffle. Loosely gather 
the ruffle and sew on to your sleeve 
before you attach the sleeve to the 
bodice. Place the first ruffle and then 
layer the next ruffle and the next and 
so on being sure to cover the previous 
ruffles top edge. This is similar to 
placing multiple ruffles on a skirt. You 
start at the bottom and work your way 
up. Finish your sleeve and see if this is 
the length you need and make your 
adjustments. This may sound compli- 
cated but once you have your basic 
know-how down then you can make 
these sleeves without much trouble. 
The sample sleeve you made from the 
scraps will come in handy to rework if 
needed. Well, | didn’t stop there...1 took 
the whole thing apart, once I got it just 
right, and made my own pattern from 
the pieces. Now this will save me time 
and much thinking,....Is this right? Is 
this the right length? Did | remember to

eliminate enough width? You will have 
to do some reworking but in the long 
run you will have your very own 
RUMBA SLEEVE Pattern. I'm told that 
this is called re-engineering a pattern 
and many books have been written 
about the right way to do this, but this 
is my way. Hope it works for you. 

Now some talk about fitting a 
pattern. Try on, try on, try on! This is 
my mantra as | sew. Even though I use 
the same tried and true patterns over 
and over again | am always mixing a 
sleeve here or a bodice there. The best 
way to keep away those “I think I 


ruined it blues” is to try on as you sew. 
If you can invest in a full length mirror 
for your sewing space, that way you 
can try on and do your fitting as you go. 
Once I used the front of one pattern 
with the back of another. The back haa 
darts on the shoulder back that made 
the front arm hole just not work. By 
trying on as it was in progress, I saved 
this outfit from landing in the “I can't 
wear this” pile. Sometimes it is best to 
pin in place with the wrong sides 
together. That way you can repin easily 
and not have to pin and repin after you 
have taken it off. You can take a nip or

tuck or even let it out and repin while 
still on your body. No matter how many 
measurements/alterations you take, 
nothing beats putting it on and making 
it fit the way you want, 

Please don’t do what I did. | 
purchased some border fabric, my 
favorite, they didn’t have enough of the 
companion fabric but I bought all they 
had anyway ‘cause I knew since this 
was a chain store I could probably find 
it at another store location. Well I did 
locate it and purchased the length of 
fabric I still needed. Guess what? 
Different dye lots. I even prewashed, 
and prewashed, and prewashed the 
two pieces of fabric, hoping that they 
would match up somehow. They 
didn’t. What I should have done is to 
return the first piece, most fabric 
stores will take it back if it hasn't been 


cut or altered in any way, and purchase 
the total amount at the store that had 
the amount I needed. I didn't and now I 
will have to set my sights on a different 
use of this fabric. Remember dye lots 
are all not the same from store to store 
or even in the same store. Be sure to 
check the colors carefully. Oh yes, and 
be sure to pre-wash or pre-treat all 
your fabric, this will save much 
heartache after you've made that 
special outfit, laundered it and you 
guessed it, it is a different shade or 
loses some of its shape. The worse 
scenario is to have it shrink. I really 
don't understand how something can 
shrink each time it is laundered. Why, 
if this would work for me I would be in 
the water two, three, even four times a 
day. Think about it!

Recently, we opened our local 
newspaper, the Lawrence, Massachu- 
setts Eagle-Tribune and were pleased 
to find a story about one of our very 
own important people. Most of you who 
read this magazine have had the 
pleasure of meeting or talking with Bob 
Carpenter. He was Chairman of the 40" 
and 41" New England S&R D Conven- 
tions in Danvers, MA. He has been an 
active worker for the Square Dance 
Foundation of New England for many 
years and served as president of 
EDSARDA too.

“Teacher Moves on to Pulpit” and it

In addition, Otto choreographed, designed 
costumes, selected the music and called 
exhibitions for more than twenty five years at 
Nationals, state and local square dance events 
and for corporate America. He currently calls 
more than fifty one-nighters per year for 
churches, schools, universities and corporations. 

Otto has been an industrial straight 
commission sales representative for thirty-two 
years, with six years in custom corporate 
identity, product presentation, safety and 
training video sales and currently is in retail 
sales as a kitchen designer, where hearing the 
customer is so important. 
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The square dance I knew more 
than thirty years ago gave me a steady 
flow of music, mingled with easy 
commands with time to enjoy taking 
one step per beat. It was not so 
complex that we didn’t have time to 
smile and enjoy our fellow dancer's 
company. There were mixers, lines, 
contras, easy rounds and squares. 

We have taken square dancing and 
given the control of the program to the 
diehard dancers (people without any 
other social activity in life) and stolen 
the recreation from the social dancer. I 
make this statement because square 
dancing is alive and well but not in the 
form that we profess as mainstream. 

We had a group of youngsters, 
ages twelve through eighteen, on the 
dance floor that night. The message: 
“You are going to do something 
tonight that will breakdown barri- 
ers, split up cliques, help you meet 
new people, do dances you never 
thought you could or would enjoy 
and help your fellow dancer.” | don't

dancing but I do know how many 
show up at a National. When my wife 
and I have twenty-five squares on 
the floor, it's a small group. We have 
been blessed. We never dreamed 
that churches from all over Texas, 
would hire us to help in their quest to 
breakdown barriers and bring out 
the personality of the shy and relay 
the message of Christ, that together 
we travel this road of life and 
working together, the road can be 
smoother and straighter. 

That’s the same message in square 
dancing. Life is too short to spend all 
our waking hours in only one 
recreational activity. If we gear our 
activity for the “diehard,” our recre- 
ation called square dancing, will die. 

My wife and I are booked for more 
than fifty dances annually geared for 
the non-dancer with attendance at 
these events from 25 to 100 squares. If 
you need help selling a youth director 
on the virtues of square dancing, 
please email me warteman@aol.com.

Recently, we were fortunate to hear Mike 
& Gail Seastrom give a presentation at the 
NECCA Clinic on the Multi-Cycle dance 
program. We know that they and other 
callers and clubs employing this teaching 
method are having success. Jim Mayo also 
comments on this program in his Comment 
column but we beleive it is so improtant 
that it needs reinforcament. 

Here's the basics of how it works. You 
start a new group of dancers somewhere 
between every 10 and 17 weeks. You run 
two sessions a night each about 1-1/2 hours 
in length. Generally the first session is for the 
new dancers followed by the more 
experienced new dancers who have com- 
pleted the first session, They are, in most 
cases, the assistants for the first session. 

What makes a difference is that when 
someone wants to start square dancing, they 
do not have to wait for the “once a year open 
enrollment period.” This allows the new 
dancers to get their friends involved while they 
are most enthusiastic about our recreation. This

is a “social” form of recreation and you need a 
social group to be successful. 

It takes imagination by the caller to keep 
the new and the “experienced” dancers 
interested, Mike & Gail include squares, 
some lines, contras and even round dancing. 

But another important ingredient in this 
mix is hard work. As we have said before, 
“There is no such thing as a free lunch” and 
this program exemplifies that. It means a 
dedication to run the club year round. It will 
take having other callers work with the 
groups at times but that helps the new 
dancers become familiar with another 
calling style. 

We are going to feature more informa- 
tion on the Multi-Cycle program from time 
to time. With getting a marketing program 
underway and making square dancing 
available year round, this will help get new 
dancers into our recreation.

Following is a dance that Eddie Ramsey of Memphis, TN picked up at a 
dulcimer festival in his home town some time back and performed it at the 
National Square Dance Convention in Baltimore last June. It is called the - - - 


YELLOW CAT JIG 


Formation: Single circle, all facing center, lady on gents right. 
Music: Needham Special. Red Boot RB-171, but any lively tune will do. 
Routine: 
Counts: 
1-8 All circle left 
9-16 Reverse, trail single file. (On count six girl taps boy in front on shoulder, 
he turns around). 
17-24 Dosado (with corner). 
25-32 Pass her by (pass thru with corner). Allemande left with the one behind 
(next corner). 
33-40 Promenade new partner (the one you dosadoed). 
41-48 Wheel around - Promenade wrong way around. 
48-56 All face center - girls go forward and back. 
54-64 Boysstep in to face partner, walk around her right side to left, join hands 
in a cirele to begin again. 


And here is a quick-teach contra that I think I danced at one of Becky Hill's 
dances some time in the past couple of years. I never did find out what the name 
of the dance was, but it is a sure-fire entry dance for new contra dancers. 


UNNAMED CONTRA 


Formation: Alternate duple. 1.3.5, etc. active and crossed over. 
Musie: Any 32 bar reel or jig 
Routine: 
Al With the opposite two circle jeft 
Face across, two ladies chain 
A2 Same four circle right 
Same ladies chain back 


Bi Long lines go forward and back 
Just the 1s swing in the middie 
B2 Fate down wid balance new neighbor 
Swill? Same ishh wi face to the middle. 
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A, I talk to friends, I have been told 
fat free recipes are being requested. I 
have found a few and will pass them on. 


Fat Free Applesauce Muffins 
2C flour 

1 Tbsp. baking powder 

1 1/4 C unsweetened applesauce 

2 tsp. cinnamon 

3/4 C brown sugar 

1/4 C egg substitute 

1 C canned apple slices, chopped 

Preheat oven to 350°. Lightly spray 
muffin cups with nonfat cooking spray. 
In a large bowl, combine flour, baking 
powder, brown sugar and cinnamon, 
and mix well. Stir in applesauce and 
egg substitute, and mix until dry 
ingredients are moistened. Chop 
apples and fold into batter. 

Fill muffin cups 3/4 full and bake in 
preheated oven for 15 to 18 minutes, or 
until toothpick inserted in center comes 
out clean. This is an easy - do ahead 
recipe and serves 12. 


Cinnamon Apple Cake 

2 C flour 
1 tsp. baking powder 
3 tsp. cinnamon 
1 C sugar 
1 C brown sugar 
1/2 C corn syrup 
1/2 C egg substitute 
2 Tbsp. vanilla 
21 oz. apple pic filling 

Preheat oven to 325°. Lightly spray 
a 9" X 13" pan with nonfat cooking 
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spray. In a large bowl, combine sugar, 
brown sugar, corn syrup, egg substi- 
tute and vanilla, and mix until well 
blended. Add flour, baking powder and 
cinnamon, and mix well. Stir in apple 
pie filling and mix. Spread batter into 
pan and bake in preheated oven 1 hour, 
until knife inserted in center comes out 
clean. Serves 16.

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Mike Seastrom told us about another 
way to organize our club programs. It 
is a way of making square dancing 
available to new recruits more often 
than just once a year. There were lots 
of folks at the meeting. Clearly we rec- 
ognize the need for change. I find my- 
self wondering how many of the folks 
who heard Mike's talk went home and 
actually made a change. 

As I said in my September column, 
my reading of the book Bowling Alone 
has eliminated my previous concern 
that we had done something in square 
dancing that drove people away. It is 
now pretty clear that differences be- 
tween generations have left us looking 
at a very different recruiting situation 
than the one that brought us the huge 
success of decades past. 

My own observation and careful 
study also makes it clear that modern 
square dancing as we now do it in 
clubs is a pretty demanding recre- 
ation, If you want to play our game you 
must be prepared to commit to a pretty 
frequent participation for an extended 
period of at least a couple of years. 
That's asking a lot of folks in this era 
of very busy lives. 

Looking at this situation it seems 
pretty obvious to me, at least, that if we 
stick with this entry difficulty we should

not expect large numbers of folks to 
want to join us. My conclusion from all 
this is that we would be well served if 
we gave serious consideration to ANY 
alternative proposal. Mike has made 
such an alternative proposal. It doesn’t 
offer an immediate increase in the num- 
ber of people coming to our PLUS clubs 
and dances. It does offer a way of in- 
creasing the number of people doing 
modern square dancing. His group has 
grown dramatically with this multi-cycle 
approach to recruiting and teaching. 

It would be easy to say “Oh, that's 
OK in California but it will never work 
in New England.” Certainly that’s true 
if we never give it a serious try. One of 
Mike's messages was that the program 
didn’t produce results overnight. You 
have to keep trying through a few 
cycles. You also have to be willing to 
step back at least for a while from the 
PLUS only programs that are the only 
form of modern square dancing in most 
of New England. 

Did anyone hear Mike’s message 
and go home togive his method a seri- 
ous try? I certainly hope so. I know that 
square dancing can be a lot of fun even 
with a much smaller vocabulary of calls. 
Unless some of us are willing to give it 
atry we'll never find out whether it can 
bring us new friends to share our fun. 
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Congratulations to Bob & Doreen Lafleur 
on the arrival of Amanda Rose, 
4ibs 130z, on October 4.

Otto Warteman, Houston, Texas, 
wrote an article for this magazine ear- 
lier this year titled, “My Views on 
Square Dancing.” In the article, he 
stated, “We have taken square danc- 
ing and given the control of the program 
to the diehard dancers (people with- 
out any other social activity in life) who 
have stolen the recreation from the 
social dancer.” 

Otto also said, “The callers during 
the 1960s and 70s felt that by writing 
thousands of moves which came out, 
they too were doing a service for square 
dancing. They truly did change square 
dancing but was it for the better? Did 
the moves work with the phrase of the 
music, were they flowing and were they 
easily taught? Some were, but most 
were not.” 

The above two paragraphs are an 
excellent summary of our problems in 
today's square dance world. We have 
two powerhouse political parties in the 
square dance world. We have the “die- 
hard” political party that has “more is 
better” as its main platform of what 
they believe in. The other group is the 
“social dancer” political party that 
has Friendship, Fun and Fellowship as 
its main platform. The die-hard party 
is dwindling in numbers - two or three 
squares is considered a good night at a 
club dance. An area dance is consid- 
ered successful if they get six to eight 
squares. Sooner or later something has 
to happen because of economics. Most 
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clubs are under financial pressure to 
keep alive. 

Many clubs have at least one new 
dancer program (lessons for you old 
timers) during the year. However few 
new dancers stay in the activity. Our 
dancer retention factor is so low that 
some callers are beginning to wonder 
if it is worth the effort to teach new 
dancers. Nobody seems to care why 
these new dancers leave the square 
dance world. Only the die-hard new 
people stay in the activity. 

What party do you support - the die- 
hard party or the social dancer party? 
There is no doubt as to what party I sup- 
port - the social dancer party. 

Who will win in the long run? My 
crystal ball says that the social dancer 
party will eventually win. Unfortu- 
nately we don’t have an election to 
“clean house” once in a while. But we 
do vote. Yes, we vote with our feet. 

How low do our numbers have to get 
before our leaders take positive action. 
Some of our leaders are probably ask- 
ing themselves, “What positive action 
can we take?”, as they read this column. 
I suggest you study the quoted state- 
ment made by Otto Warteman in the 
above second paragraph. What is he 
really saying? I can’t speak or write 
for him, but, as I see it, a total house- 
cleaning of our current calls is needed. 
Our caller organizations need to come 
up with an evaluation system to review 
all calls with the intention of getting rid

of the calls that don’t pass the test. The 
evaluation system should include the 
three items mentioned by Otto - does 
the call work with the phrase of the 
music? Does the call flow well? Is it 
easily taught? 

I commend CALLERLAB for their 
concentration on MARKETING! Their 
efforts will show results in the future. 
Also I commend the many states, prov- 
inces, areas and especially square 
dance clubs that are marketing square 
dancing. Their new dancer programs 
haven't been this good in years - 
thanks to their marketing efforts. 

However, marketing is not and was 
not our major problem. Poor dancer re- 
tention is our number one problem and 
this leads us back to our two parties 
within the activity - the diehards and 
the social dancers. As always, the ideas 
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and thoughts in this column are writ- 
ten to make you think about the activ- 
ity that we all love so much. What does 
your crystal ball say about the future 
of the square dance activity? Maybe 
it is time for us to start asking why the 
Community Dance Program is doing so 
well. Are the dancers at these Commu- 
nity Dance Program dances “die-hard 
dancers” or are they “social dancers”?

Turn up and fold fabric along the 
casing line.

BORDER CITY SQUARES - NASHUA, NH.. 
By Wayne & Priscilla Griffin.. 


In the May 2000 issue of The 
Northeast Square Dancer Magazine, 
we explained how the Border City 
Squares planned to use the “Mini- 
Squares” program in July and again 
in August as a “Multi-Cycle” Program. 
“Mini-Squares” allowed us to offer 
non-dancers the chance to experience 
square dancing plus it allowed expe- 
rienced dancers to do some all-posi- 
tion dancing. We hosted two 4-week 
sessions and had 3 to 5 mini-squares 
each week but only two new dancers. 
Since this program uses gender-neu- 
tral specific calls and only 4 dancers, 
no one had to sit out due to a lack of 
a Woman or man partner. 


Mini-Squares is all patter (no sing- 
ing calls), There is time between the 
calls to allow the dancers to realize their 
position and facing direction in the mini- 
square. Some of the other features of the 
Mini-Squares program are: (1) the calls 
are challenging enough to keep teenag- 
ers and young adults interested, (2) only 
a CD player is required, (3) only a small 
space is required, (4) dancers can teach 
their friends or relatives and be danc- 
ing in 30 minutes, and (5) the 20 calls 
provide more all-position dancing and 
challenge than most square dances.

calling the new dancer dance pro- 
gram LESSONS. Their Number 2 
mistake was waiting too long to start 
their new dancer program after their 
major marketing efforts.

If you have an area marketing effort, 
it is best to have an area wide new 
dancer program sponsored by all of 
the clubs with all clubs sharing the 
“angel” responsibilities.

next area meeting. Try to get a local 
real estate broker as a speaker, 
preferably one who sells a lot of homes. 
If they are selling a lot of homes, they 
know the selling business well. 

Concerning our national and inter- 
national organizations, we suggest 
your 2001 goal be to study your 
organizational purpose statement to 
see what you are doing right and 
determine your shortfalls and develop 
a plan of action accordingly. For 
example, it is time for LEGACY to get 
back into active survey work. Some of 
the best survey work in recent times 
has been done by LEGACY, especially 
the survey work done by the late Dr. 
Walt Cole from Ogden, Utah in the 
1980s and early 1990s. Reviewing your 
purpose statement is the first step to 
get your organization to live up to its 
mission in the square dance world. 

All organizations, especially the 
caller organizations, should be study- 
ing why we can’t retain more new 
dancers. We are bringing in 1000s of 
new dancers every year but only a few 
are dancing three years later. Why are 
they dropping out of the activity? What 
are we doing wrong? Our organiza-

tions have to find out the real reasons 
why these new dancers leave the 
activity. Our poor dancer retention is 
our Number 1 problem in my opinion. 
Our final thought for the year 2000 
involves the internet. The internet has 
changed the way we communicate in 
the square dance world. The various 
discussion groups especially have had 
a very positive impact on the square 
dance activity. I can’t think of a topic 
that was not discussed in detail on the 
internet. We commend all of the 
internet chat line leaders, especially 





the Robinsons, for their contribution to 
the square dance activity. Now if we 
could only find a way to get more 
scientific survey work done over the 
internet. See you next year! 

Till next time, happy dancing. It is a 
pleasure that will not last forever.

Ifthe 
answer is yes, 
then the easi- 
est thing to do is to add trim, trim, trim. 
If this doesn't work then you may be in 
for some creative taking apart and put- 
ting back together again. One outfit of 
mine was made of the Aztec print that 
became popular several years ago. I 
made the skirt and top from the print 
fabric. TOO MUCH....Made me look like 
a walking, or rather dancing, Indian 
blanket. What to do? I took off the print 
ruffle and added a solid black ruffle on 
the skirt bottom. Then added black rick- 
rack on the print ruffle and reattached 
it above the solid ruffle. The bodice was 
just not going to work, so I cut out new 
sleeves using the black fabric and used

the print fabric as trim on the sleeve 
ruffle. The all over effect is of a jumper 
or pinafore over a black solid dress. | 
used the fabric from the sleeves to make 
a yoke for “the smartest mans” shirt and 
made one of those dicky ties. Now this 
is one of my favorite outfits, worn with a 
white petticoat to give it a crisp look. An- 
other solution is to completely take the 
garment apart and use the fabric to 
make a patch work gore skirt using the 
fabric along with a complimentary fab- 
ric. Once you recognize that you can 
redo or remake an outfit, then just let 
your imagination take over. If you don’t 
have any fabric or trim on hand to re- 
work the outfit, be sure to take along a 
sample whenever you are headed to a 
fabric store. Or, reuse the fabric for 
something else completely, such as a 
vest. There are several patterns avail- 
able for “two-hour vests”, vests made in 
two hours or less. Matching vests for 
you and your partner could be made 





from the fabric, you just need to be care- 
ful about the placement of the pattern 
on the fabric. If not enough fabric is 
available for the whole vest, then use the 
basic fabric as vest fronts with a solid 
color as the vest back. A vest looks good 
with a prairie skirt. Or you could make 
place mats and napkins, a table cloth, 
or start your very own patch work 
quilt...you get the idea... just don’t waste. 
Really, I don't make a lot of goof ups, | 
just sometimes get caught up in the 
beauty of a particular fabric and want 
to use ALL of it. My favorite pattern for 
askirt is with lots and lots of ruffles, but 
all fabric just doesn’t look good with all 
those ruffles and a blouse too. Most of 
the time though...it works. 

Now that we're talking about 
ruffles...we all know how hard it is to
